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SPECIAL STATE REPORTS. 
California Report for Week Ended Apr. 28, 1917. 

The California State Board of Health reported concerning prevent- 
able diseases in that State during the week ended April 28, 1917, as 
follows : Measles continued to be widely prevalent, although the num- 
bers of cases have decreased in San Francisco and in many other 
places where the disease has been prevalent. Increases were reported 
at Fresno, San Diego, San Jose, Eed Bluff, and in San Benito County. 
At Los Angeles and Berkeley the numbers of cases reported continued 
about the same as last week. Mumps cases reported have fallen off 
in Alameda, San Francisco, and Berkeley, while there was an increase 
in Los Angeles. Scarlet fever cases declined generally during the 
week. The most marked decreases occurred in San Francisco, Los 
Angeles, and Oakland. Whooping cough was less in San Francisco 
and in Merced County, but increased in Alameda, Los Angeles, and 
San Jose. Of typhoid fever only 8 cases were notified in the State, 
2 each at Bakersfield and Los Angeles and 1 each at San Francisco, 
Sacramento, Santa Kosa, and Grass Valley. Six cases of smallpox 
were notified, 2 in San Joaquin County and 1 each at Oakland, Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, and in Alameda County.
